The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 



does not disclose a pull on diaper as claimed and specifically does not disclose a diaper that has 
the waist portion elastic member(s) and the rear portion elastic member(s) at the same vertical 
height around the waist opening, where the absorbent core extends above the elastic in the rear 
portion and terminates below the elastic in the waist portion. This results in the configuration as 
shown in figure 1 .
